Pp“ Two of Gary Yong Gee’s informative pictorial essay on the 
genus Aérides concludes with this issue. This is the most compre- 
hensive article that has been published on these vandaceous orchids, 
which has been accompanied by some of the finest photographs for 
these plants. 

I am very pleased to present the first instalment on the influence of 
Vanda sanderiana in modern Vanda hybrids by Robert Fuchs for R.F. 
Orchids in Florida, USA. Robert would have one of the finest collec- 
tions of Vandaceous orchids in the world and has received countless 
awards for his plants, both from the American Orchid Society, as well 
as a host of medals from World Orchid Conferences held throughout the 
globe. I was fortunate to judge with Robert at the 16th WOC in 
Vancouver, Canada back in 1999, which was a most enjoyable experi- 
ence. Part Two on the influence of the albinistic form of Vanda sande- 
riana will appear in the next issue. 

Alan Hope has contributed a book review on the recently published 
Botanica’s Pocket Orchids. I agree with Alan’s comments, that it is an 
essential purchase for all orchid fanciers and considering the low price 
is outstanding value. There are only a tiny percentage of errors - being 
either misidentifications, incorrect captions or production hiccups, 
which is commendable for a work that features colour photographs of 
well over one thousand different species orchids. The text and pho- 
tographs are the work of Wayne Harris, Gary Yong Gee, Bill Lavarack, 
Howard Wood and Wolfgang Rysy. The later two primarily provided 
information and images of northern hemisphere terrestrials. 

Volume | of Orchids of Australia by noted botanical artist John Riley 
and myself was launched by world-renowned botanist and author, 
David Jones at Florilegium Books on Sunday 24th November 2002. 
Well over one hundred people, many from the orchid fraternity, attended 
this social event, with many old acquaintances renewed. It was a great 
opportunity to also see the many fine texts that Gil Teague has on offer 
at his Glebe Bookshop. The book is published by University of New 
South Wales Press, and features 150 colour illustrations showcasing a 
range of Australian terrestrial and epiphytic species, with descriptive 
text. A limited edition of only 400 copies has just been released. This is 
signed by the authors, presented in a slipcase with an engraved brass 
plate, and also features an additional two illustrations, with one of these 
designed for framing. This will no doubt become collector’s items in the 
future. 

We can only hope that this drought, which is affecting most of 
Australia, comes to an end very soon. Many of us are now on water 
restrictions and find it difficult to keep the water up to our plants, espe- 
cially as the relative humidity has been so low. It is one of the first times 
I have seen epiphytic orchids in the wild that have died due to lack of 
water, with many of our terrestrial species not even emerging, but 
simply reproducing their tubers underground. All this, and summer has 
just started. |

Part On 


By Robert Fuchs 


he large, dramatically marked flowers of Vanda sanderiana 
have immediate appeal for orchid lovers. This magnificent 
species has fascinated and awed naturalists, orchid collectors 
and hybridisers since its discovery. It is an important building block 
in the range of modern Vanda hybrids and is an eminently ‘“‘col- 
lectible” orchid on its own merit. 

V. sanderiana is endemic to a restricted area in southeastern 
Mindanao Island in the Philippines, and is found nowhere else in the 
world. It was discovered there in 1882 by Roebelin, a collector 
employed by the orchid establishment of Messrs. Sanders & Co. of 
England. Sanders then introduced it to the commercial orchid world. 
In the same year, Reichenbach described the newly discovered plant 
as Esmeralda sanderiana in honour of the orchid company. 
Although reclassified around 1950 as Euanthe sanderiana for 
botanical reasons, the species was returned to the genus Vanda by 
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Dr. Eric A. Christenson and continues to be called Vanda sanderi- 
ana for horticultural purposes. 

Considered to be one of the world’s most handsome orchids, V. 
sanderiana has long been coveted by collectors and hybridisers 
alike. The 60-120cm, sturdy plants carry stout, truncate, semi-erect 
leaves about 30-40cm in length. Between August and October the 
plants produce strong, sub-erect inflorescences carrying 3-12 some- 
what crowded, long-lasting flowers. The round, flat blooms are 8- 
13cm in diameter. Dorsal sepals and petals are light rose pink spot- 
ted with reddish mahogany at the base. The lateral sepals, which are 
larger than the petals, are tawny yellow with crimson tessellation. 
The lip is short, very broad, and, unlike “true” Vanda species has nei- 
ther saccate form nor spur. V. sanderiana grows best when year- 
round conditions include high humidity, high temperature and even, 
moderate watering. 


V. sanderiana has been popular with hybridisers for many gener- 
ations and to date has been used as a parent in more than 325 regis- 
tered crosses. Its first hybrid was V. Tatzeri (V. sanderiana x V. tri- 
color) registered by the Prague Botanical Gardens in 1919. 
Continuing through the 1920s and 1930s sanderiana hybridising 
was centred in Europe, with the Munich Botanical Gardens con- 
tributing V. Kupperi (V. sanderiana x V. lamellata) and V. Burgeffii 
(V. sanderiana x V. suavis). During this time the earliest intergeneric 
hybrids of V. sanderiana were also introduced: Rntda. Titan (V. 
sanderiana x Ren. imschootiana) in 1935 and Vdnps. Jawaii (V. 
sanderiana x Phal. denevii) in 1938. 

During the 1950s and 1960s Hawaiian hybridisers’ efforts came 
to the forefront. This period was the golden age of hybridising for V. 
sanderiana and only began to wane when the centre of Vandaceous 
breeding shifted to Thailand in the late 1970s. Hawaiian breeders 
were responsible for carrying V. sanderiana to its glory. Their efforts 
improved the colour, shape, size, substance and texture to produce 
magnificent cultivars of this dramatic species. The AOS awards 
records show that the fruits of their labours were gaining recogni-

tion. Through 2001, cultivars of V. sanderiana had received more 
than 120 AOS awards, including 10 First Class Certificates. The 
highest awarded so far is V. sanderiana ‘Kiliwehi’ awarded 98 
points in 1952. One of the cultivars that I have used in my breeding 
program was also developed during this time. This is V. sanderiana 
“Coral Reef AM/AOS (86 points, 1972) which was grown by Mrs. 
Harold Kendall of Goulds, Florida from a group of seedlings that 
she had brought in from Hawaii. 

Not only has the “improved” species been a big success in its own 
right, these “modern” V. sanderiana cultivars have been used as par- 
ents of many popular and successful hybrids. Some of the most well 
known of these are: 

- V. Rothschildiana: Registered in 1931, this cross of V. sanderi- 
ana with V. coerulea has been frequently re-made and is ever popular. 
Its dramatic, tessellated blue flowers are well known and to date 5 cul- 
tivars have been awarded FCCs from the American Orchid Society 
(AOS). Most of these, awarded between 1952 and 1978, were most 
likely offspring of the “improved” Hawaiian V. sanderiana clones. 

- V. Eisenhower: This hybrid of V. sanderiana x V. Ellen Noa, 
produced in Hawaii by Kodama Orchid Nursery in the 1950s, has 
continued to be a popular parent of yellow vandas.

- V. Nellie Morley: Another successful 1950s-vintage hybrid, 
this cross of V. sanderiana and V. Emma Van Deventer produced 
concolor raspberry blooms overlaid with deep red spots. A winner 
on exhibition tables with about 60 AOS awards, clones of V. Nellie 
Morley have also been used to produce many additional hybrids. A 
cultivar of one of these, V. Evelyn Ritter ‘Charlotte’ (V. Nellie 
Morley x V. Tom Ritter) received a 90-point FCC/AOS in 1975. 

- V. Diane Ogawa: Registered in 1964, also from Hawaii, this 
cross of V. sanderiana X V. Hilo Blue has been very popular as a par- 
ent of large Vanda hybrids. 

- V. Onomea: Crossing V. Rothschildiana back with V. sanderi- 
ana produces mostly purple offspring with a few in red shades, but 
frequently the flowers have a heavier saturation of colour in a 
“sanderiana’ pattern on the lower part of the blooms. V. Onomea 
has been very successful, both in exhibition and as a parent of 
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V. Fuchs Meditation ‘Robert’ FCC/AOS (photo by Greg Allikas) 
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Vandaceous hybrids. Three V. Onomea cultivars have received 
FCCs from the AOS. The highest of these was my plant of V. 
Onomea ‘John Joe’, which received 96 points in 1974. I acquired 
this plant as a seedling from Hawaii. V. Onomea has also produced 
some well-known progeny, e.g. V. Tom Ritter (Vv Onomea x V. 
Kilohara) and V, Jennie Hashimoto. 

- V. Jennie Hashimoto: Another Hawaiian hybrid, registered by 
E. T. Iwanaga in 1954, this cross of V. sanderiana and V. Onomea 
has been used as a parent in numerous Vanda hybrids. One of its 
more successful progeny, V. Dottie Kone ‘Classy Lady’ (V. Jennie 
Hashimoto x V. Sun Tan) received a 91-point FCC/AOS in 1984: 

In carrying forward the work of the Hawaiian breeders into more 
recent times (1970s-1990s) breeders in Thailand have brought 
Vanda hybridisation to yet another new level. They have concen- 
trated many of their efforts into reducing the “improved” V. sande- 
riana plant down to a more manageable size while maintaining the 
quality of the flowers. Their results are being used to produce excel- 
lent complex hybrids. Two fine examples are: 

- V. Kultana Blue: A hybrid of V. coerulea X V. Chusri 


V. Joan Viggiani ‘R.F. Orchids’ FCC/AOS 


Ascda. John De Biase ‘Fuchs Indigo’ FCC/AOS 


Narattrugsa (one of the parents of Chusri Narattrugsa is Jennie 
Hashimoto), registered in 1976 by Kultana Orchids. One of these, 
“Oklahoma Farewell’, received an FCC/AOS in 1983. 

- V. Kasem’s Delight: This complex hybrid of V. Sun Tan and V. 
Thospol has continued to be popular with breeders and is frequently 
awarded. V. Sun Tan is a primary V. sanderiana hybrid, while V. 
Thospol is a second generation cross from two primary sanderiana 
hybrids. With plenty of sanderiana genes in its makeup, V. Kasem’s 
Delight is known for large, round, blooms of intense, dark colour. 
Many still show the evidence of their sanderiana ancestors in the 
deeper concentration of colour on the lateral sepals. One of these, 
‘Robert’, has received an FCC from the AOS (90 point, 1984). 

V. Kasem’s Delight is a first-rate parent in its own right, and has 
been used to produce some excellent hybrids. Among its better- 
known progeny are V. Fuchs Delight (V. Kasem’s Delight x V. 
Gordon Dillon), V. Fuchs Meditation (V. Kasem’s Delight x V. 
Bangkok Sunrise), and Ascda. John De Biase (V. Kasem’s Delight 
x Ascda. Yip Sum Wah). All three of these hybrids have been rec- 
ognized with numerous flower quality awards from the AOS, 
including FCC awards to V. Fuchs Meditation ‘Robert’ and several 
cultivars of Ascda. John De Biase. Ascda. John De Biase ‘Fuchs _ V. Mem. Fred Fuchs ‘Robert’ FCC/AOS

Indigo’ FCC/AOS two-tone colour pattern is inherited from the V. 
sanderiana on both sides of its parents’ pedigrees. 

My own sanderiana breeding program in modern Vandas has com- 
bined both the Hawaiian and Thai influences. I have used V. sanderi- 
ana ‘Coral Reef? AM/AOS mentioned above, as well as V. sanderi- 
ana ‘#1° from Thailand. I crossed the two cultivars and produced a 
population which included V. sanderiana ‘R.F#1’ SM/13WOC and 
V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ AM/AOS. ‘R.F#1’ was first recognized at the 
World Orchid Conference in New Zealand where it received both a 
Silver Medal and the trophy for Best Vanda Species. ‘Robert’ has 
been awarded an AM/AOS of 83 points. These two cultivars have 
come to be the basis of my current breeding program. (Regrettably, 
‘Coral Reef’ was a victim of Hurricane Andrew in 1994.) These par- 
ents have been successful in producing excellent offspring like: 

- V. Fuchs Cheers (V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ x V. Keeree) was reg- 
istered in 1986. Several cultivars have been recognized by the AOS, 
and ‘Robert’ AM/AOS has been added to our roster of stud plants 
for another generation of hybrids. 

- V. Joan Viggiani: This hybrid of V. Yen Jitt x V, sanderiana 
‘Coral Reef’ AM/AOS has produced truly outstanding “sanderi- 
ana’ type flowers. They are generally of very large size, with full, 
flat form, very heavy substance, and retain the pink-and-mahogany 
“sanderiana” colouration. A fine example of this grex is V. Joan 
Viggiani “R.F. Orchids’ FCC/AOS. 

- V. Mem. Fred Fuchs: Another primary sanderiana hybrid, this

one combines our cultivar ‘R.F. #1’ SM/13WOC with V. Keeree’s 
Delight. Again, the progeny have been outstanding in producing 
large platters of typical “‘sanderiana” coloration but of much larger 
size and with very heavy substance. V. Mem. Fred Fuchs ‘Robert’ 
received a 94-point FCC/AOS in 1994. When awarded the plant car- 
ried 15 flowers and 1 bud, with a single flower measuring 13.4 cm 
horizontally and 14.7 cm vertically. 

We continue to make hybrids of this type, using our awarded, 
“improved” stud plant (V. sanderiana ‘Robert’? AM/AOS) with out- 
standing cultivars of other breeding lines. V. Pat Kinsley (V, Fay 
Bennett x V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ AM/AOS) is a good example. The 
cultivar “Crownfox’ was granted an AM/AOS in 1997. Four recent 
hybrids show a lot of promise: 

V. Crownfox Heartthrob (V Fuchs Cheers x V. sanderiana 
“Robert? AM/AOS) has won three AOS flower quality awards to 
date (two AM/AOS and one HCC/AOS), and the plants are just 
reaching full blooming potential. We have great expectations for this 
hybrid. 

V. Crownfox Pink Glow (V. Joan Viggiani ‘R.F. Orchids’ 
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V. Mem. Louise Fuchs ‘Crownfox’ HCC/AOS (photo by Greg Allikas) 


FCC/AOS x V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ AM/AOS) has just begun flow- 
ering. One AOS award has been granted to this cross to date, and we 
expect quite a few more as these plants mature and hit their bloom- 
ing stride. 

V. Martina Rivera (V. sanderiana ‘Robert’? AM/AOS x Y. Pat 
Kinsley ‘Crownfox’ AM/AOS) and V, Crownfox Diva (V. Doctor 
Anek x V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ AM/AOS) are two recent crosses we 
are watching closely. Both are reaching blooming size now and we 
are hoping for very large, bright pink platters with rich red-maroon 
markings. 

There are also some hybrids in which V. sanderiana dominates 
the pedigree even if it is not an immediate parent. One example is V 
Mem. Louise Fuchs. The cultivar ‘Crownfox’ HCC/AOS amply 
demonstrates the classic sanderiana colour pattern on huge, nearly 
circular flowers. 

The colour patterns aren’t limited to two-tone pink, either. V. 
sanderiana hybrids can exhibit a wide range of colours, including 
intense two-tone purple. V. Claudia Piedrahita (V. Dofia Isabel

Bosch x V. sanderiana ‘Robert’ AM/AOS), V. Peter Furniss (V. 
Fuchs Mystique x V. Fuchs Purple Platter) and V. Julia Sorenson (V. 
Fuchs Violetta x V. Gordon Dillon) are excellent examples of a V. 
sanderiana colour pattern in a complex hybrid. 

V. sanderiana has always intrigued hybridisers with its distinctive 
coloration and markings. From the time of its earliest hybrids up to 
the present, it continues to fascinate and attract breeders, collectors, 
hobbyists and growers. It is truly the basis of our most popular and 
colourful Vandaceous hybrids. V. sanderiana will continue to be an 
important addition to our collections, not only as a species but also 
as a parent. 

In Part 2 of this discussion, we’ ll cover the influence of the beau- 
tiful V. sanderiana var. alba in our modern hybrid vandas and asco- 
cendas. a

Section Falcatum 


Aér. crassifolium Parish ex Burb. is a stout compact plant that 
has short stems with thick, rigid leathery leaves 6-12 cm long and 
2.5-4 cm broad. Frederick Burbidge described this species in The 
Garden in 1873. The specific epithet is from the Latin crassus 
(thick) and folius (leaved) for the thick succulent leaves. 

Borne very close together, the dull dark green to olive-green 
leaves of Aér. crassifolium are unequally bilobed at the apex. 
Plants grown in bright light may have red-purple flushing and 
spots on the leaves. It is during spring when the pendulous inflo- 
rescences are produced. The racemes may be branched and are up 
to 30 cm long, carrying as many as 25-30 (up to 50) loosely 
arranged large showy flowers that are 3-3.5 cm across. Flowers 
are very fragrant, with a heavy texture and are long lasting. They 
have deep purple, magenta to amethyst sepals and petals that 
become paler or white at the base. The large, fringed lip is folded 
along the central line so that it hides the forward-pointing spur 


which is greenish at the tip. The mid-lobe is deep purple to rose- 
purple. Aér. crassifolium is distributed from Myanmar, Laos and 
Thailand where it often grows in areas subject to seasonally dry 
conditions. 

Aér. crispum Lindl. was described by John Lindley in his 
Genera and Species of Orchidaceous Plants in 1832. Lindley 
gave it the specific epithet from the Latin crispus (crisped, irreg- 
ularly waved) for the large fringed lip. 

An upright plant, Aér. crispum has stout purplish stems that 
may be 120-150 cm tall. It has thick, dark green leathery leaves 
in two ranks that are 16-22 cm long and up to 3 cm broad. The 
upright to arched or drooping inflorescences are much longer than 
the leaves. They can be up to 35 cm long and are usually 
branched, bearing many flowers that last for 3-4 weeks in late 
spring. Being around 3-4 cm across, the flowers have a pineap- 
ple-like fragrance. They are white, often flushed pink to rose-pur- 
ple particularly on the back of the sepals. The apices of the sepals

and petals are usually tipped rose-purple, with the lip bright cerise 
to amethyst-purple or deep rose-purple. Aér. crispum grows in 
exposed seasonally dry conditions on the Western Ghats of south- 
ern India. 

Aér. crispum vat. lindleyanum is a name that has been applied 
to some plants that have been raised from seed. I suggest that they 
are the same as Aér: crispum and that the name var. lindleyanum 
is perhaps best treated as a cultivar or clone (Aér crispum 
‘Lindleyanum’ ). My guess is that the original cultivar would not 
still be in cultivation. James Veitch (1887) described it as having 
“Peduncles branched. Flowers somewhat larger than in the type, 
the dorsal sepal and petals tinted with light purple, the side lobes 
of the lip greenish, the middle lobe rich amethyst-purple bordered 
with white.” 

Aér. falcatum Lindl. is considered by some authorities as 
being a variable species with one variety. John Lindley described 
Aér. falcatum in Paxton’s Flower Garden in 1852, naming it from 
the Latin falcatus (falcate, curved like a sickle) for the curved 
leaves. It is distributed through Assam, Myanmar, Cambodia, 
Laos, Thailand and Vietnam. 

Aér. falcatum has oblong-ligulate, leathery leaves that are 13- 
32 cm long and 3-4 cm broad, grey-green above and often 
streaked dark green or reddish underneath. Pendent racemes are 
produced in summer from the leaf axils that are equal to or exceed 
the length of the leaves and can be 10-37 cm long. The racemes 
bear many (up to 30) strongly scented, well-spaced flowers that 
are 2.5-4 cm across. 

The flowers of Aér: falcatum have white sepals and petals that 
are blotched with mauve-lavender to violet or crimson mainly 
towards the tips. They may also have some fine violet spotting on 
the sepals and petals. The white lip has the side-lobes streaked or 
finely spotted with violet to amethyst and the mid-lobe is marked 
with a large central violet or deep rose patch and the spur is green- 
ish. Lasting for about 2 weeks, the blooms produce a lovely cit- 
ronella-like perfume. 

Aér. houlletianum Rchb.f. is considered by some authors to be 
the yellow-flowered variety of Aér falcatum. Heinrich Gustay 
Reichenbach described Aér houlletianum in the Gardeners’ 
Chronicle in 1872. The species was named in honour of Mr. 
Houllet, a friend of Reichenbach and former head gardener at the 
Jardin Des Plantes, Paris. James Veitch reduced it to a variety of 
Aér. falcatum in Manual of Orchidaceous Plants in 1891. 

According to Eric Christenson (1993), Aér houlletianum is 
morphologically similar to Aér. falcatum but differs merely by the 
yellow ground-colour and possibly by a slight difference in fra- 
grance. These differences he considers to be too trivial to warrant 
elevation to specific rank at this time. Eric says that the typical 
flowers of Aér falcatum are white with a rose lip. Like several 
other species in the genus, each sepal and petal is marked with a 
rose-coloured blotch at the end. The showy individual flowers 
may be of good form with flat spreading segments, but more typ- 
ically they have what is considered poor floral form with reflexed 
segments. He says that both Aérides falcatum and Aér. houl- 
letianum vary in leaf length, inflorescence length, and in the den- 
sity of the flowers on the raceme. The leaves vary in length from 
13-32 cm long and the inflorescences may be densely flowered 
racemes 10 cm long or loosely flowered racemes up to 37 cm in 
length. 

Gunnar Seidenfaden (1988) however followed Victor 
Summerhayes in keeping the two taxa as separate species. Not 
only are the flowers distinctive on account of the colour but 
Summerhayes found that the leaves of Aér: houlletianum are nat- 
rower and the flowers often larger than Aér: falcatum. James 
Veitch indicated that the racemes of Aér: houlletianum are denser 
and shorter and that the lip is fimbriate rather than denticulate. 

Aér. houlletianum has pale to dark yellow, tawny yellow or 
buff-coloured sepals and petals tipped with a spot of magenta at 
the apices. Its creamy-white lip has a wedge-shaped magenta 
blotch towards the tip of the fimbriate mid-lobe and magenta lines

on the side-lobes. An albino form of Aér houlletianum is illus- 
trated by Nanitya Vaddhanaphuti (2001) as Aér: falcatum, which 
has pale yellow sepals and petals and a pure white lip. 

Aér. houlletianum is distributed in Laos, Thailand, Cambodia and 
Vietnam. It is exported in quantity from Thailand and is more com- 
mon in cultivation than Aér falcatum. Peter O’Byrne (2001) says 
that Aér houlletianum likes more shade than most Aérides species. 

Aér. maculosum Lindl. seems to be rare in cultivation. Eric 
Christenson tells me that he has not seen it in the United States 
and I have not seen it in Australia. All seedlings and plants that I 
have seen labelled with this name have unfortunately flowered 
out as Aér roseum Lind. & Paxt. A photograph of Aér: maculo- 
sum appears in The Manual of Cultivated Orchid Species by 
Helmut Bechtel et al. (1992). 

Aér. maculosum was described by John Lindley in the 
Botanical Register in 1845. Its specific epithet comes from the 
Latin maculosus (full of spots) for the pale flowers that are spot- 
ted. It is endemic to the western Ghats of India at around 1,200m 
altitude, where in some habitats it grows alongside Aér. crispum. 

A slow-growing, small- to medium-sized plant, Aér: maculo- 
sum has short stems 4-6 cm long with flat leaves in two ranks. Its 
generally curved thick fleshy leaves are 15-23 cm long and 3-5 
cm broad with rounded bilobed apices. They are dark green and 
are spotted with purple on the outside near the base. Pendulous 
inflorescences that are mostly branched bear many loosely spaced 
fragrant flowers in summer. The inflorescences are longer than 
the leaves and are up to 40 cm long. 

The highly fragrant flowers of Aér, maculosum are variable in 
size and may be up to 4 cm long. The sepals and petals are white, 
flushed with rose and spotted with red-purple. In addition the 
sepals and petals may be tipped bright rose or amethyst. The lip 
is whitish at the base with small rounded, white side-lobes that 
may be streaked with purple and the large mid-lobe is amethyst- 
purple to bright rosy-purple. The white column bears a yellow 
anther-cap, while the spur-apex is green. Long-lived, the flowers 
last for about 4-5 weeks. 


Section Fieldingia 

Aér. krabiense Seidenf. is a small grower that produces attrac- 
tive racemes of rose-purple blooms and is very closely related to 
Aér. multiflorum Roxb. Plants often form vegetative growths 
from the base, eventually producing clumps. The stems are 8-10 
cm long, and are up to 20 cm long on old plants, with closely set 
leaves in two ranks. The leaves are thick, V-shaped in cross-sec- 
tion and are 10-14 cm long and 5-15 mm broad. They are light 
green and may be flushed with purple when grown in bright light. 

Arched simple racemes that rarely branch are produced from 
the leaf axils, carrying 12-15 flowers along the rachis, which 
bends downward. Variable in colour from rose to red-purple, the 
lateral sepals are often nearly white in the centre and the lip is gen- 
erally deeper rose-purple. Its lip and lateral sepals are whitish at 
the base and its flowers are not scented. Flowers may be a uni- 
form pink colour and sometimes the petals may be spotted with 
purple. The late spring flowers of Aér: krabiense open simultane- 
ously to 2 cm across and have broad rounded sepals and petals 
giving the flower a filled-in shape. 

Gunnar Seidenfaden described Aérides krabiense in 1971 in 
Botanisk Tidsskrift. He named it for the Isthmus of Kra, where the 
type was collected. Aér. krabiense is endemic to the border region 
of Peninsular Thailand and Malaya and the islands off the west 
coast. It is found growing as a lithophyte on vertical limestone 
where the plant is often exposed to full sun. 

Species related to Aér krabiense with similar flowers are Aér. 
roseum Lodd. ex Lindl. and Aér multiflorum Roxb. Their larger 
growth habit and different leaves however, immediately distin- 
guish the latter two species. 

Aér. krabiense seems to be easy to grow but plants do not seem 
to flower regularly in the south-east Queensland area. David 
Banks has told me that that it grows well but rarely flowers in

Sydney. It is a warm grower requiring high humidity and warm 
temperatures during winter. Bright light is also important for good 
flowering. Shading of 50-70% and good air movement seems to 
suit it well. It can be grown in a pot or basket using a coarse 
medium to ensure good air circulation around the roots. I would 
suggest a winter minimum of 15°C. 

Aér. multiflorum Roxb. was discovered in Sylhet by William 
Roxburgh and described by him in 1795 in Plants of the Coast of 
Coromandel. The specific epithet is from the Latin multi (many) 
and florus (flowers), for the numerous, densely arranged blooms 
on the raceme. Later synonyms for Aér. multiflorum include Aér. 
affine Lindl., Aér. godefroyanum Rchb.f., Aér. lobbii Lem., Aér. 
veitchii Hort. ex B.S.Williams. This widespread species occurs 
from the tropical Himalayas in Bangladesh and Bhutan, northeast 
India and south to Myanmar, Laos, Thailand, Cambodia and 
Vietnam. In Bhutan this species is found in secondary subtropical 
forests between 200-660 m elevation. 

Aér. multiflorum is a large plant with stout stems that are 10-25 
cm long, bearing many leaves in two ranks. The tongue-shaped, 
channelled and keeled leaves are curved and are 15-34 cm long 
and 1.5-2 cm across. Its arched to pendulous inflorescence is 15- 
30 cm long and is generally a simple raceme, rarely branched, 
bearing many flowers from late spring to early summer. The fra- 
grant flowers are 2-3.2 cm across and have sepals and petals that 
are white at the base grading to rose-pink or amethyst-purple. 
Sometimes the tinted portion of these segments is spotted with 2- 
3 or more, darker purple spots. The heart-shaped to trowel-oval- 
shaped, lip mid-lobe is a light amethyst-purple and has an emar- 
ginate-truncate apex. 

Eric Christenson (1993) says that there are two very distinct 
varieties of Aér. multiflorum. The type variety (var. multiflorum) 
is an upland variant from northeast India, which has evenly rose- 
pink flowers and leaves of typical thickness for the genus. It has 
much longer inflorescences than the other variety and it prefers 
intermediate to cool conditions and has a reputation for being 
somewhat difficult to bloom. 

The other variety is Aér. multiflorum var. godefroyanum 
(Rchb.f.) J.H. Veitch, which was first described by the younger 
Reichenbach in the Gardeners’ Chronicle in 1886 as Aér. gode- 
froyanum. James Veitch transferred it to a variety of Aér. multi- 
florum in 1891 in Manual of Orchidaceous Plants. Veitch com- 
mented that var. godefroyanum is very distinct in foliage from the 
typical type from India. He said that it had longer and more leath- 
ery leaves with flowers that are structurally identical but some- 
what larger with broader segments that are more brightly 
coloured. This variety occurs at lower elevations and in the east- 
ern portion of its range. Var. godefroyanum is distinguished by 
having white flowers with deep-pink, prominent spots and marks 
on the sepals and petals. In addition, var. godefroyanum has very 
thick, succulent leaves that are v-shaped in cross-section and has 
shorter racemes than var. multiflorum. It thrives under hot condi- 
tions and appears to be easier to flower. 

Aér. multiflorum may be confused with, and is closely related 
to, Aér: roseum Lindl. & Paxt. It is distinguished from that species 
by its different growth habit, the less acuminate mid-lobe to the 


lip and its differently coloured flowers. Jeffrey Wood (1997) 


describes the mid-lobe as being heart-shaped with an emarginate- 
truncate apex. Wood also points out that Gunnar Seidenfaden says 
that Aér: roseum is a much stouter plant. 

Aér. roseum Lindl. & Paxt. is more commonly known by its 
later synonym, Aér: fieldingii B.S.Williams. Thomas Lobb intro- 
duced it into cultivation in 1850 for the firm of Veitch & Sons. 
Messrs Loddiges flowered the type specimen and it was described 
by John Lindley in Paxton’s Flower Garden in 1852. The specific 
epithet is from the Latin roseus (rose, reddening) for the colour of 
its blooms. Benjamin Williams was responsible for describing it 
again in Orchids and How to Grow Them in India in 1875, nam- 
ing the species in honour of Col. Fielding, an officer in the Indian 
Army. It is distributed from Sikkim and Assam states in India to

Myanmar, southern China (Yunnan), Thailand, Vietnam and 
Laos. Plants grow in habitats subject to a long dry season and in 
Bhutan are found on tree trunks at around 1,500 m altitude. 

A robust plant, Aér roseum has stems 10-25 cm long that are 
covered with leaf sheaths, with two-ranked, keeled flat leaves at 
the apex. Its curved, tongue-shaped leaves are 15-35 cm long and 
2.5-4.5 cm broad. The simple, arched to pendent inflorescences 
of Aér. roseum are 45-60 cm (up to 90 cm) and may be few- 
branched near the base. They are densely many-flowered with 
blooms up to 3.7 cm across, which are produced from late spring 
into summer. The dorsal sepal and petals are amethyst-purple suf- 
fused with white, sometimes with the basal half white dotted pur- 
ple. The lateral sepals are white with a pale apical spot. The tri- 
angular lip mid-lobe is amethyst-purple and mottled white with a 
whitish spur and the apex is acute. According to Peter O’ Byrne 
(2001) its floral display lasts for about 2 weeks, while Benjamin 
Williams (1894) notes that the blooms last for 3-4 weeks. 

An albino form with pure white flowers was described by 
Lucien Linden as Aér: fieldingii var. album in Lindenia in 1896. 
This rare colour form would now be best recognised as Aér 
roseum fma. album. Not only are the flowers pure white but the 
leaves lack the purple colouration sometimes found in the leaves 
of the typical rose coloured form. 

I have seen seedlings of Aér roseum flowering during recent 
years that have been sold as Aér: maculosum. Aér. roseum is very 
closely allied to Aér: multiflorum, but is distinguished by its dis- 
tinctly deltoid or trowel-shaped, acute or sharply pointed lip as 
well as its flat leaves. In addition, the pedicel and ovary are 
greater than | cm long. Aér multiflorum has an obtuse, rounded 
labellum apex, the leaves are always y-shaped in cross-section 
and the pedicel and ovary are less than 1 cm long. 


Misfit 


Although the following species does not seem to belong to this 
genus I include it here because it is often grown in various col- 
lections as an Aérides. 

Vanda flabellata (Rolfe ex Downie) Christenson was 
described by Dorothy Downie as Aérides flabellatum in the Kew 
Bulletin in 1925. Robert Rolfe gave it the specific epithet from the 
Latin flabellatus (flabellate, fan-shaped) for the shape of the lip 
mid-lobe. In 1986, Eric Christenson transferred Aér. flabellatum 
to Vanda Jones ex R.Br. in Selbyana. Eric said that V. flabellata 
differed from Aérides by its short column, obtuse anther-cap and 
erose (bitten or gnawed) leaf apices. He transferred this species to 
a distinct group of Vanda that have side-lobes of the labellum 
fused to the column-foot and produce long nectar spurs. Gunnar 
Seidenfaden (1988) however disagreed with this move as he saw 
a close relationship of Aéz: flabellatum to Aér. falcatum and Aér. 
crassifolium rather than to the genus Vanda. Eric tells me that fur- 
ther research shows that this species is not all that much better in 
Vanda and falls between Aérides, Rhynchostylis Blume and 
Vanda. | will be interested to see molecular studies, such as DNA 
analysis, which may indicate its true affinities. 

V. flabellata is distributed in Thailand, Myanmar and Laos and 
has been reported from southern Yunnan in China. It is a small 
growing plant with strap shaped leaves that are 10-15 cm long and 
1.2-2.0 cm wide. The leaves are strongly conduplicate (folded) at 
the base and unequally 2-lobed at the apex. The horizontal inflo- 
rescences, about the length of the leaves, bear 3-8 or more slightly 
perfumed flowers that are 2-2.5 cm across in spring. 

The elliptic sepals and petals of V. flabellata are greenish yel- 
low with many small brownish spots. The mid-lobe of the lip is 
clawed, white with large light-purple spots on the transverse kid- 
ney-shaped apex with a dentate or toothed margin. The back of 
the lip and spur is yellow-greenish, and the tip of the curved spur 
is olive-green to brownish. Light yellow in colour, the column- 
foot bears a few red stripes. A rare albino form is illustrated by 
Nantiya Vaddhanaphuti (2001), which has yellow sepals and 
petals and a pure white lip.

Culture 


Hanging baskets or pots using a coarse medium are perhaps the 
best way of growing Aérides. This allows the thick white roots to 
dry quickly between waterings and the mostly pendent racemes 
to display themselves well. Often the roots like to grow out in the 
air in an attempt to attach to their surroundings. Grow them in 
bright light but they will usually need some protection from full 
sunlight. Shading of 50-70% will usually be suitable for most 
tropical and subtropical regions. 

Soft, dark green leaves and lack of flowers on mature Aérides 
are often an indication of insufficient light. If this is the case then 
gradually reduce the shading over a period of 2-4 weeks so that 
the leaves become olive green to apple green. If shading needs to 
be decreased then winter is an ideal time to do this. As mentioned 
above, Aér. leeanum and Aér. houlletianum can be grown in more 
shade than the other species. Ensure good air circulation and high 
humidity particularly during the warmer months. Inadequate air 
circulation may lead to fungal and bacterial problems. 

Water the plants regularly while the root tips are green and 
allow the roots to dry between waterings. Applications of liquid 
fertiliser will be beneficial when the plants are in active growth 
and while the root tips are green. For best results follow the fer- 
tiliser directions and flush the pots or roots often with water 
between feedings. As the root tips close over in winter, provide 
Aérides that come from higher altitudes with a cooler drier rest. 
Rest by stopping fertilising and reduce watering but do not allow 
the plants to dry out for long periods. During the cooler months 
water or mist early in the day so that the leaves are dry by night- 
fall. | would suggest a winter minimum of 12°C but most will tol- 
erate lower temperatures for short periods if the leaves are dry at 
night. Some of the lowland species such as Aér. lawrenciae and 
Aér. leeanum perform better with a winter minimum of 15-18°C 
with a rest period of less frequent watering. Again, air circulation

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first had the idea about making my own 

orchid stakes after having used the thick 
bamboo ones. They are great for cymbidi- 
ums and other large flowering orchids, but 
not too practical for smaller flowering types 
especially paphiopedilums, masdevallias 
etc. I disliked the way the thicker stakes 
stuck out like a big garden or tomato stake. 

I had tempered wire before so this was 
no problem; it is easy with a bit of common 
sense about safety. Make sure you wear 
gloves, safety glasses and protective cloth- 
ing. I buy galvanised wire rolls from the 
hardware or fencing shop and they come in 
a size from 1.5mm up to 3.5mm. I use the 
1.5mm for the tall thin type flowers like 
the masdevallias quiet successfully. 

For the heavier or larger type flowers 
you can use the 2mm wire, I have used the 
3.5 mm very successfully for medium 
height cymbidiums, but do not over tem- 
per it as it can be very hard to bend the end 
over for eye protection when in installed. 

My favourite size would be the 3mm 
diameter. It tempers very well and is rigid 
even up to 500mm in length. I use it a lot 
for the taller paphiopedilums and interme- 
diate cymbidiums with great success. 

The tools you may need are multigrips, 
wire cutters, power drill and a vice, I first 
cut a piece of wire to 3 to 4 meters long or 
whatever length you may like. Then place 
one end in a vice and the other end tightly 
in the power drill. The next part may take 
a little bit of experimenting on your part as 
if you over temper it, it can become very 
brittle. I stretch the wire firmly then spin a 
4-metre by 1.5 mm length piece for about 
12 to 15 second at what my regular drill 
speed is. The thicker the wire is, spin for 
less time. I usually spin in the drill for half 
the time to avoid it becoming over brittle. 

One note of advice is be careful as the 
wire can become very warm during this 
process, it may burn tender skin, so wear 
gloves. This I usually do to all wire stakes 
to temper the wire and straightened it out. 

Once the wire is tempered, satisfactory 
cut to whatever length you desire, either 
bend the tip over for safety or for smaller 
flowers I like to make a small U shape at 
the top, this is easy done by putting one 
end of the wire in the side of the multigrip 
jaw and roll the wrist over to cause the 
wire to bend in a U shape then bend the U

shape down at right angles to the wire, it is 
that easy. (Photo 1) 

Then when you have made enough 
stakes I place the wire ends in a sheet of 
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polystyrene foam (Photo 2), easy obtain- 
able from off the bottom of polystyrene 
type foam boxes, readily obtained from the 
vegetable markets.

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special galvanised primer for the gal- 
vanised wire and then paint it in you 
favourite colour. 

I usually do not worry too much about 
the primer as the paint sticks to the gal- 
vanised wire pretty well. I like to use the 
small pressure pack paint cans in either 
deep green or mission brown. These 
colours match the flower stalks fairly well 
(see Photo 3). 

These spray cans are usually available 
at most paint shops fairly cheaply, usually 
around $2 to $3 each. When using these 
wire stakes, I like to push them into the 
potting mix away from the edge of the pot. 
This I find is likely to damage only the 
older roots; the newer roots will usually be 
growing closer to the sides of the pot. 

Being thin, the wire does not damage 
the root system much when forced into the 
pot. One good tip I find works very well 
for me, when staking the flowers, line up 
the flower to its best presentation. Then 
insert the wire stake behind it making sure 
it’s vertical, then attach stalk of flower to 
wire stake using thin green-coated florist 
wire. Hopefully this will give you a flower 
presented to its best and maybe catch the 
judges’ eye for championship status. Mf

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NEW ON THE BOOKSHELF 


Botanica’s Pocket ORCHIDS 

Botanica’s Pocket ORCHIDS: ISBN 0- 
091-83840-1

This new publication is the fifth book in 
Random House’s Botanicas Series. While 
I am unfamiliar with the previous vol- 
umes, I have little doubt that Botanica’s 
Pocket ORCHIDS is going to become one 
of my favourite orchid references. 
Boasting a description of over 1200 orchid 
species plus a representative list of orchid 
hybrids across most genera, this is truly a 
comprehensive and quality work. 

With orchid input provided by five well- 
known orchid identities in Bill Lavarack, 
Wayne Harris, Gary Yong Gee, Howard 
Wood and Wolfgang Rysy, it provides a 
knowledgeable and up-to-date reference 
for growers at all levels. Descriptions of the 
various species are concise yet comprehen- 
sive. I am pleased to say that a quality 
colour photograph illustrates each listed 
orchid, and that these are large enough to 
portray details of the individual flower 
without resort to a magnifying glass. 

Additionally, the quest to identify that 
‘unknown species’ has been aided by the 
inclusion of many of the lesser-known 
species in various genera, including some 


of the new discoveries in the orchid world. 
While Botanica’s Pocket ORCHIDS does 
not profess to be the definitive guide to 
orchids, I would suggest it is a realistic 
alternative to many of the considerably 
more expensive publications that do have 
this objective. 

Cultural aspects are not forgotten. Notes 
covering growing conditions, potting 
mixes and particular cultural idiosyn- 
crasies are provided for each genus. The 
opening section “How to grow orchids’ 
also provides general orchid cultivation 
suggestions together with world maps out- 
lining ‘Hardiness Zones’ based on mini- 
mum temperature ranges for the various 
continents and major island groups. A use- 
ful listing of fragrant orchids, orchids for 
confined spaces, and orchids for cool, 
intermediate/hot climates, is also pro- 
vided. 

This book is certainly easy to use. Each 
new alphabetic listing (Chapter) is identi- 
fied in black along the outside page edges. 
The Glossary of orchid terms is useful for 
novice growers and others, while the Index 
for Synonyms and Common Names is 
comprehensive and thankfully up-to-date. 
Finally, the book appears to be well pro- 
duced with good quality paper and covers, 
and binding that should last the distance.

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CULTURAL NOTES 


Cattleyas 


Cattleyas are now in full growth. If the 
weather is not too hot and root action is evident 
you can still do the repotting that you did not 
finish during spring. After repotting it is a good 
idea to top dress with Tassie Sphagnum Moss. 
This will help stop the drying out of the mix. 
You may even like to spray your plants with 
ENVY® to slow the transpiration rate down. 
That is the loss of moisture through the plants 
leaves. This is a bid bonus during hot dry 
weather. You will need two applications to the 
plant to help them through the summer. 

You may have to water every second or third 
day depending on weather conditions. Water 
just on dusk or if you are an early riser, soon 
after sunrise. make sure you soak the pot well 
so as all of the media within the pot is saturated. 

Fertilising is important during the summer 
period. I like to alternate an organic based fer- 
tiliser with an inorganic. GARDEN PARYY® 
is one of the best organic (it maybe hard to pro- 
cure soon as we believe small packs maybe dis- 
continued). I am looking for an alternative. For 
the inorganic use MERRI-FERT. The results on 
cattleyas have been outstanding. 

PESTS and DISEASES are usually non- 
existent this time of the year. If you have a scale 
problem, that is a persistent scale problem, give 
the plants a good spray with ECO-OIL® At 
label rate in the cool of the day. 

Seedlings can still be potted on. Make sure 
all plants have plenty of air circulation and keep 
enough shade over plants to stop sunburn on 
plant leaves. Oo 


Cymbidiums 

With current water restrictions over most of 
Australia, orchid growers will have to conserve 
water. Already some localities have restrictions 
that means growers may have to water by hand 
at certain hours. Try, if possible, to water as late 
as possible in the day, preferably into the 
evening. Water the plants with a soft spray so as 
to allow the water to soak into the compost. 
Some growers make sure if using a fertigator or 
pump to water their plants, add a little non- 
ironic wetter to the water. This helps to hold the 
moisture in the potting mix. 

If your plants are susceptible to winds, try 
and arrange some form of windbreak to slow 
the wind down. Strong winds will dry the mois- 
ture out of the pots very quickly. 

FERTILISING: Cymbidiums are now in full 
growth. Bulbs must now be matured so as they 
can support their racemes next season. You can 
now top dress with a balanced controlled 
release fertiliser such as OSMOCOTE® 18- 
2.6-10 with an 8/9 month release rate. During 
January it is a good idea to check the pH of the 
mix to make sure it has not become to acid, i.e. 
the pH has become too low. If this has hap- 
pened a light top dressing with superfine lime 
will be beneficial to the plant. During January 
a tablespoon of magnesium sulphate applied 


around the top of each 200mm pot helps the 
plant during the hot summer and also helps in 
the spike initiation process. Once the longest 
day has passed you may increase the nitrogen 
levels a little and also keep the calcium level at 
the required amount. You may like to fertigate 
with PHOSTROGEN®, MERRI-FERT or 
HSO12. 

PESTS and DISEASES. This time of the 
year you should not have any fungal problems. 
If you are having any bulb or root rots, you may 
have to look into changing your mix to a more 
open type or maybe the pH is too low. 
Remember fungicides cannot fix bad cultural 
problems. They are only a tool to help us over- 
come a temporary problem. Leaf spots can be a 
problem if we experience some wet weather 
when the temperatures are rather high. MAN- 
COZEB is still one of the best fungicides on the 
market today that will control these fungal dis- 
eases. By the time you read these notes, 
SCOTTS Australia will have released their new 
fungicide called ZYBAN®. This is a wonder- 
ful fungicide that control most of the blights, 
spots, rusts and mildews on orchids. it is a mar- 
vellous combination of a systemic and a pro- 
tectorant fungicide all rolled into one.

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CULTURAL NOTES 


have had strategies for dealing with heat and 
drought in place for months now. 

Fortunately. many of our native orchids are 
tough and well adapted to months of hot, dry 
conditions. These plants will survive, but suf- 
fer, if left to their own devices in the wild and 
many are not in as harsh conditions as initially 
appears as they have found sheltered niches 
where moisture collects and cool updraughts 
from rivers increase humidity. Hybridising has 
introduced “softer” species into the equation 
and plants in small pots on wire benches are not 
in what could be called natural conditions. 
They must be cared for if we want them to 
thrive and be attractive show specimens. 

Mounted plants are most at risk from drying 
out. The environment around them needs to be 
moist and cool as there is little way of storing 
water on a dry slab. 

Misting plants all day won’t help them and 
is an irresponsible waste of water. If, not when, 
water restrictions are introduced in your area, 
extra thought as to how to make best use of 
what is allowed will be needed. Foliage plants 
and ferns on the ground and ponds and gravel 
floors will help to maintain the microclimate. 
Coverings to stop the dry, inland winds will 
reduce evaporation. Water in the evening so 
plants get a chance to soak. Fungal problems 
are sometimes given as a reason not to water 
late in the day, but low humidity will reduce 
risk. Should humid, sticky weather occur water 
early in the morning instead. 

Try to fertilise on cooler days, but do it often 
as the reliance on frequent watering will soon 
wash it out of pots. The new growths should be 
strong and lush if you can manage to keep the 
water up as there will be plenty of bright light 
and minimal chance of fungal infection rotting 
new growths. 

Plants also need to be protected from sud- 
den, cold, southerly snaps. You know, 40+ 
degrees one day, barely 20 the next. For this 
year, any tropical plants you usually put out to 
“holiday” in the fresh air of summer might be 
better off staying on the greenhouse where 
humidity will probably be higher. At least be 
ready to return them to protection at the fore- 
cast of an afternoon storm with a change. Be 
prepared to close some vents in a heated house 
when there is a cold change. 

Keep an eye out for weeds. The strong winds 
and dust being removed from the inland areas 
not only contain the topsoil and seed from 
farms but many weed seeds you may never 
have known existed. They will probably con- 
tinue to germinate for a number of years. There 
is also less time to clean up you regular weeds 
as I have noticed many of them have grown 
very quickly and gone to seed early leaving lit- 
tle time to get rid of them. 

Repotting is best done in spring, but I don’t 
remember getting much of one this year. We 
seem to have gone straight from a cold, dry 
winter into summer. Critical cases can be done 
at anytime and tough natives will grow into 
new media over summer. The roots don’t begin 


to grow until the new growths are almost 
mature, repot when you can. 

Check your misting systems regularly. A 
blocked mister can result in dead plants very 
quickly if there is no rain. Watch also for plants 
that grow and block water from others around 
or under them. 

Rain is to be welcomed in current conditions 
but it is likely to arrive in the form of thunder- 
storms and hail. These can do a lot of damage 
so be sure to check things out once the storm is 
over. Look for plants that have been blown over 
or damaged by fallen branches. Prune them as 
necessary. Have you ever noticed how lawns 
and gardens survive with watering but really 
turn lush green after a good storm? | 


Paphiopedilum 

Any outstanding repotting should be 
attended to early during this period as paphs. 
really do not like very hot weather and there is 
no sense in adding the stress of repotting to the 
stress caused by heat. 

The early part of this period is the time to 
attend to shading. Look for areas of clear glass 
and spots where the sun shines through open 
vents. The best conditions are really obtained 
when extra shade is added during summer and 
largely removed during winter. If you follow 
this practice the shade should be in place by 
now. If, however, you just add a bit extra shade 
during summer this is the time to do it. 
Overlong leaves which tend to hand over the 
side of the pot are a sign of too much summer 
shade; short, upright, yellowish leaves indicate 
too little. 

Regular watering and fertilising is the rou- 
tine for this period of the year. Don’t overdo it, 
even when the weather is hot. If the plants don’t 
need water, and you feel you must do some- 
thing, simply give them a misting with a fog 
nozzle. it is a good idea to get to know the 
weight of a pot when wet and when dry; this 
way you won’t keep the plant too wet. The 
experienced grower can tell by the look of the 
plants when he needs to water — the leaves 
droop ever so slightly. Another good trick is to 
run your hand over the top of the leaves; when 
they are turgid they rustle - when they need 
water they don’t. 

During very hot weather it is good practice 
to water during the evening. This helps drop the 
night temperature; it also allows the plant to 
take up and retain water so that it is better pre- 
pared for the heat of the next day. 

If you strike a plant which is droopy and 
dehydrated, even though the mixture is obvi- 
ously moist, the odds are that it had no roots. 
Maybe it has been kept too wet. In any case it 
should be repotted into fresh mixture, no mat- 
ter what the season. Repotting is usually suffi- 
cient but if you feel there is a major problem, a 
swim in Fongarid for twenty minutes or so (the 
plant, that is) will do no harm. 

Keep an eye out for mealy bug and treat it 
early if you find it, as it can spread like wildfire. 
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The only other problem you may strike is a fun- 
gal infection which appears in hot, humid 
weather and seems to affect only green-flow- 
ered paphs. This appears as small brown spots 
which quickly turn to holes through the leaves. 
The effect is almost as though somebody has 
fired a shotgun — from some distance — at the 
plant. This does little harm but it is unsightly. It 
is easily cleared up with Ciba Geigy Rose 
spray. B 


Phalaenopsis 


There is basically little change in culture 
from November except that now is the time to 
remove old flower spikes and repot. When 
repotting larger plants, just remove the old mix, 
cut off any rotten roots and pot the plants down 
in the same size pot or one slightly larger if nec- 
essary. 

Watering:— Water daily in the morning and 
damp down the floor in the afternoon if neces- 
sary. Try not to get too much water in the crown 
of the plants. 

Light:— 90% shade is required during summer. 
Fertiliser:— Fertilise weekly alternating 
between 

— High nitrogen (Campbells B, Aqua feed or 

Aquasol). 

— Wuxall Foliar. 

— Organic (Fish Emulsion or Nitrosol). 

— Phostrogen. 

Pest Control:— Fungicide every six weeks with 
Ridomil MZ WP, Daconil, Wettable Sulphur or 
Mancozeb with Kocide. 

Use Diazanon, Malathion or Pyrethrum to 
control scale and insects. 

Keep a watch for mites and spray with a 
miticide as necessary. 

If you use Wettable Sulphur as a fungicide it 
is also a good miticide. a 


Vandaceous 


Potting:— Potting on of small plants can be 
done at any time. Top any large plants which 
have become leggy, leaving at least three roots 
on the top. If possible some leaves should be 
left on the old stem to encourage kikie growth. 
Watering:— Water daily. Keep root system 
moist with additional misting if necessary. 
Light:— Strap leaf vandas and ascocendas need 
50 to 70% shade. Other vandas 30%. 
Fertiliser:— Fertilise weekly alternating over a 
four weekly period.

M2 of us have orchids that 
we ve seldom, if ever, flowered. 


I have lots of them and therefore con- 
sider myself eminently qualified to 
write about this topic! There are many 
reasons why an orchid won’t flower 
but most can be summarised under the 
single heading - poor culture. 

The question most often asked by 
visitors to our winter and spring shows 
is “why won’t my cymbidium 
flower?” If you ask “Are its leaves nice 
and green”, the most common reply is 
“Yes, they’re a nice deep green”. That 
reply provides the clue that their orchid 
is being grown in too much shade. It 
often transpires that their cymbidium 
is growing in the dense shade of a tree 
or under a veranda with a heavily 
tinted fibreglass roof. To flower well, 
cymbidiums need full sun throughout 
the entire day during the winter 
months and no more than 50% shade 
for the remainder of the year. When 
grown under these conditions, their 
leaves tend to a yellowish green colour 
rather than a deep green. 

Of course, there’s more to flowering 
cymbidiums than just providing them 
with good light. They also need regu- 
lar (frequent) watering and fertilising, 
so that they produce large pseudo- 
bulbs. As a general rule, the larger the 
bulbs, the more flower spikes they will 
produce. However, lack of light or 
irregular watering and fertilising does- 
n’t explain why one of your orchids 
will flower reliably each year, while its 
neighbour seldom does, even though it 
receives the same treatment. It’s a fact 
of life that some cymbidium hybrids 
flower more regularly than others, no 
matter how well they are grown. Some 
seedlings never develop large pseudo- 
bulbs due to a genetic problem and 
there’s no point in persisting with these 
plants when you could be growing a 
more productive plant in its place. 

In the case of Australian native den- 
drobiums, it’s well known that some 
hybrids flower at a much earlier age 
than others. Those bred to produce 
pink flowers usually grow faster and

flower much sooner than those bred 
for yellow flowers. In general, hybrids 
of Dendrobium speciosum seem to 
take longer to flower than almost all 
others, especially if its pod or pollen 
parent also has D. speciosum in its 
ancestry. After ten years, I’m still wait- 
ing for some de-flasked D. (speciosum 
x Sunsprite) seedlings to flower! The 
secret to flowering Australian dendro- 
biums well is to provide the plants with 
good light, to hang them where they 
receive good air movement and to 
apply a potassium-rich liquid fertiliser 
regularly. 

The above discussion relates to 
orchids grown in a ‘cosy’ shade-house. 
There are additional reasons why those 
grown in the glasshouse won’t flower, 
depending on the conditions under 
which they grow in nature. For exam- 
ple, you can’t expect most vandas to 
flower for you if the temperature in 
your glasshouse consistently falls 
below 15°C and you cover the house 
with shade cloth throughout the year. 
Cattleyas don’t need such a high mini- 
mum temperature but they do need 
more light than many other orchids if 
you hope to flower them. 
Paphiopedilums, masdevallias and 
other pleurothallids need much less 
light than cattleyas and vandas, so 
don’t expect to be able to grow and 
flower all of them together under the 
same conditions. My advice is to find 
out which genera grow best under your 
conditions and then to concentrate on 
those. 

Not that my advice is worth much! 
I’ve been trying to flower 
Phragmipedium Grande, Angraecum 
compactum, Angraecum magdalenae, 
Bifrenaria tyrianthina, Coelogyne 
cumingii and Psychopsis papilio for 
years, just to mention a few of those 
that haven’t died in the interim! a

In many 
ways, the nominations for SAGE, along 
with the recent season’s show results, 
particularly in the seedling classes, tend 
to highlight many of what will become 
the “must have” Cymbidium varieties 
and grexes over coming seasons. 


Reviewing the past season’s success- 
ful show plants, award winners, and 
seedlings, also give us an idea of where 
Cymbidium development is heading and, 
perhaps, at the same time, where 
Cymbidium judging is heading too — 
although that may be a little more diffi- 
cult to speculate upon.

Perhaps that is one of the 
strengths of Cymbidium clubs in general 
in that the fact that debate can take place 
and responsible changes can follow in 
line with the ongoing development 
within the genera.

No 
doubt this award will become the subject 
of much debate as, after all, the last one 
to be awarded in 1984, Cym. Jubilation 
‘Geronimo’, is still sometimes the sub- 
ject of discussion as to its merits in spite 
of its award. This latest FCC/AOC recip- 
ient is a variety of Cym. Gladys Whitesell 
and is noteworthy for the fact that it is a 
hybrid heavily dominated by additions of 
Cymbidium species, in particular the 
Australian species Cym. madidum. As 
you could guess, given the considerable 
interest of all three of your editors in 
hybridising with the Australian 
Cymbidium species and their hybrids, the 
first question which comes to mind is, 
“Will it breed!” 


Also included in this issue is a report 
on the Cymbidium Orchid Festival 
staged in the Rural City of Ararat in 
Victoria, along with a report on the show 
held at The Glen Shopping Centre by the 
Cymbidium Orchid Society of Victoria. 
Rob Smith offers Part Two of his review 
of Cym Red Beauty hybrids and Bob 
Murray remembers Wondabah Orchids 
and the groundbreaking Cymbidium 
hybrids produced by that nursery. To 
conclude this issue’s articles, Ken 
Rickard of Rickard Orchids in South 
Australia gives us his Six-Pack of 
recently flowered seedlings. |

The Australian Cymbidium 
Orchid Festival Ararat 2002

traders and admirers journeyed to the Rural City of Ararat 

and, in this case, for the Cymbidium Orchid Society of 
Victoria’s Australian Cymbidium Orchid Festival held over the 
weekend of the 14th and 15th of September. Thanks to the ongo- 
ing support of the Rural City of Ararat Council and their helpful 
staff, a small band of COSV members were able to have the hall 
laid out in readiness for the arrival of exhibitors to commence 
staging their displays on Friday morning. By mid-afternoon the 


F: the seventh year in succession Cymbidium growers, 


hall was a hive of activity and a riot of colour, both from the 
Cymbidium flowers themselves and the backdrops and props used 
in the various displays. Artistic and theme-type displays have 
always been a major feature of Cymbidium shows at Ararat, 
whether during national show years, or festival years, and 2002 
was obviously going to be no exception. 

With displays completed by 5.30pm, weary but satisfied 
exhibitors left the hall ready for judging to commence at 7.00pm 
at which time judges from Victoria, New South Wales and South

Australia gathered to tackle what all agreed was going to be a 
challenging evening’s work due to the large number of high qual- 
ity orchids evident throughout the hall. After explanations of the 
identification of seedlings, etcetera, from the Show Marshal, 
David Allen, and a few well-chosen and positive words of direc- 
tion from Registrar, Ern Kettle, the various panels set about their 
task. By alittle after 10.00pm judging was completed, champions 
decided and, following voting for award nominations, the judges 
gathered for a well-earned supper. With champion class winners 
and awarded plants photographed and returned to their displays 
and all results correlated by the hard-working COSV team of 
Kevin Brown and Henk and Marj Morren it only remained for the

results, completing the job by midnight. 

Along with Kevin Brown and Henk and Marj Morten, special 
mention must be made of the organisation, planning and hard 
work put in by Ern Kettle and David and Carolin Allen, who all 
combine to make set up, nominations, judging and the production 
of the show results appear to happen so efficiently and effort- 
lessly. 

As mentioned earlier, artistic and theme-type displays have 
always featured prominently at Ararat and 2002 was no excep- 
tion.

Chinese/Asian garden drawing on the heritage of the early immi- 
grants to the area and featuring bamboo, temple statues, pond and 
raked sand to provide the background for the cymbidiums from 
the city’s own nursery. Their display secured the Bronze sash in 
the Large Display Incorporating a Theme category. Brian Noble 
won the Gold sash in that section with a landscape of rocks and 
ancient-looking columns and some quality cymbidiums. Jan and 
Andy Leamon’s theme ‘Cymbidiums Light Up Our Lives’ com- 
plete with a lamp post street light and garden lighting (all work- 
ing) set of their quality cymbidiums, some large specimens, and 
gained them the Silver sash. The show’s Champion Display and 
Purple sash went to David and Carolin Allen and Rob and Noe 
Smith for their theme display ‘Cymbidiums -The Perfect Gift’ 
which presented their plants as wrapped or boxed gifts. 

The Gold sash in the Large Display category went to 
Kimberley Orchids who staged one of their usual tastefully 
arranged displays of mainly large-flowered and very high quality 
cymbidiums. Moss Bray and David Keanelly’s combined display

ing seedlings. The Cymbidium Orchid Society of Victoria’s stand 
was artistically structured by Ern Kettle and took Bronze in the 
section, and made a great centrepiece in the hall with its towering 
spine of specimen-sized pendulous cymbidiums. 


Among the total of 22 separate displays were P&L Williams’ 
‘Bubble Bath’ theme winning the Gold sash in the medium size 
theme section with another of their striking and sumptuous dis- De j 
plays. The Bronze sash went to the shared display by B&J Welsh a 
and E&W Symes. Medium display (no theme) sashes awarded 


Silver sash winner in the Large Display Incorporating a Theme went to Jan & Andy Leamon. 
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Champion Novelty was David Keanelly’s Cym. Winter Fire ‘Splash’. 


were Gold to P&E Leske, Silver to T Poulton and Bronze to G&L 
Spear. Small display theme results were Gold to D&P Wickham, 
Silver to P Grech and J Kenter who shared a display, and Bronze 
to M&V Osborn. Small non-theme results were Gold to J Hedger, 
Silver to a shared display by C Smith, A Gardner and R Pascoe, 
and Bronze to our New Zealand members R&S Tucker. 

The standard of the displays was high at the festival and the 
standard of the individual orchids certainly matched them. The 
judges were given plenty to do across all categories before class 
winners and champions were decided. With some outstanding 
specimen-sized plants in the Intermediate and Miniature classes 
and numerous outstanding large-flowered types, and plenty of 
quality seedlings, many decisions were sure to be close fought, 
which turned out to be the case. 

Grand Champion of the show, Champion Intermediate and 
Champion Specimen went to E&W Symes with their impressive 
Cym. Ruby Valley, a large plant carrying 12 upright spikes with a 
total of 276 blooms of 65mm across and coloured a deep purple- 
red. The plant also gained an HCC/COSV-ACS on the night. 
Reserve Champion went to A&J Leamon’s excellent specimen 
plant of Cym. Gentle Touch ‘Bon Bon’. Champion Large Flower 


was won by a well grown and presented Cym. Valley Splash 
‘Awesome’ exhibited by P Grech, who also had the Champion 
Miniature Cym. Ice On Fire ‘Nikkietta’ shown with its inflores- 
cences presented in pendulous form. David Keanelly won 
Champion Novelty with Cym. Winter Fire ‘Splash’ and 
Champion Cut Stem was A Canala’s Cym. Ruby Valley ‘Stephen 
John’. 

In the seedling classes, the Champion Large Flower Seedling 
was Cym. (Kelly’s Winter x Allumination) owned and shown by 
T Poulton. Champion Intermediate Seedling was Cym. 
(Culpaulin x Dolly) ‘Citrus’ from A&J Leamon and Champion 
Miniature Seedling, also owned by T Poulton, was Cym. Gypsy 
Rose (Jessie Blakiston x Rotorua) ‘No. 1’. 

Once again, the depth and quality of Australian hybridising 
was on display in the range of seedlings shown across all size 
classes. Among those, which caught our eyes, were a number of 
varieties of Cym. Hypno Beauty (Red Beauty x Khan Flame), 
exhibited by David Keanelly and others, and bred by Bryants 
Orchids. Cym. (Allumination x Kelly’s Winter) was another 
crossing that was well represented, as were Cym. Gypsy Rose 
(Jessie Blakiston x Rotorua) varieties. Also there were remakes 
of Cym. Julie Hawkes to be seen, various examples of Cym. 
Kimberley Valley, and varieties of Cym. (Dolly x Sleeping Giant). 
Further evidence of the vibrancy of cymbidiums in Australia was 
provided by the responses to the show received from overseas vis- 
itors. As with the national show in Port Adelaide a month earlier 
where American and New Zealand visitors raved about our shows 
and the quality of the flowers on show, South African and New 
Zealand visitors to Ararat were equally impressed with the size of 
the show and the quality of the cymbidiums on display. 

If Australia is not currently the world’s Cymbidium centre in 
terms of its club structure, size and quality of shows, and depth of 
hybridising, we couldn’t guess where that centre may be, as over- 
seas visitors and nursery persons speak so highly of what they see 
here. After leaving Ararat and knowing this season was drawing 
to a close, the prospect of returning next year for the 2003 
National Cymbidium Show already has us excited — the motel is 
booked, display themes are being refined and cymbidiums are 
being potted on for, hopefully, bigger and better flowerings — roll 
on 2003! We hope to see you there for the eighth National 
Cymbidium Show next September. |

circles took place on the 11th 

of September 2002. At the 
North Shore Orchid Society spring 
show (held in conjunction with the 
Willoughby City spring show festival), 
a Cymbidium received an FCC award 
from the Orchid Society of New South 
Wales and the Australian Orchid 
Council. Cym. Gladys Whitesell 
‘Heavenly’, also Grand Champion of 
the show, was exhibited by its proud 
owner Tony Maclure who obtained the 
plant from Kevin Hipkins of Royale 
Orchids at Peats Ridge in New South 
Wales. 

Cym. Gladys Whitesell, hybridised 
by New Zealand grower Andrew 
Easton, is a well known grex in 
Australia and in most other countries 
where cymbidiums are grown with the 
variety ‘The Charmer’ becoming pop- 
ular following it’s Gold medal win a 
World Orchid Conference. Cym. 
Gladys Whitesell is a hybrid heavily 
influenced by the inclusion of the 
Australian native species Cym. 
madidum. ‘Heavenly’ was shown car- 
rying three pendulous racemes bearing 
35, 26 and 26 blooms respectively, 
although only the raceme bearing 35 
blooms had its flowers fully open. This 
raceme measured 720mm in length 
with the individual flowers measuring 
56mm across and 45mm high. The 
petals were 31mm long and 18mm 
wide, with the dorsal sepal measuring 
37mm long and 22mm wide. The lat- 
eral sepal measured 38mm long and 
22mm wide, and the labellum mea- 
sures 28mm long and 2mm wide. 

The colour of the petals was an even 
“Granny Smith’ apple green with 
creamy-yellow highlights evenly dis- 
played on all petal tips, with the label- 
lum colour the same creamy-yellow. 
The tip of the anther was pink-brown 
with a white pollen cap. The plant was 
growing in a 300mm (12-inch) pot and, 
overall, presented in an immaculate 
condition with all flowers glistening 
and fresh. Cym. Gladys Whitesell 
‘Heavenly’ was judged by a panel of 
seven who all recorded scores of

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between 87 to 90 points, giving an 
award score of 88.5. The plant was 
pointed up using the AOC system of 
30:30:10:10:10:10. 

Somewhat ironically, ~ the 
Cymbidium that was judged Champion 
Standard (large flower) at the same 


show was a clone of the last 
Cymbidium to be awarded an 
Australian FCC, Cym. Jubilation 


‘Geronimo’, which received its award 
in 1984, some 18 years ago! For those 
interested in the breeding which con- 
tributed to the characteristics leading 
to the success of Cym. Gladys 
Whitesell ‘Heavenly’, the grex’s direct 
parentage is Cym. (Fifi x parishii), 
with Cym. Fifi being Cym. (madidum x 
Argonaut). Echoes of the Australian 
native species Cym. madidum can be 
seen in the vegetative growth, spike 
habit and length, and in the flower 
spacing along with the petal, sepal and 
labellum colour.

X /ith the myriad of beautiful cymbidi- 

¥ ums available today it’s an hybridis- 

ers’ dream. If we only knew what combi- 

nations to use! The year 2002 has been an 

outstanding year with many fine new 

hybrids flowering. These I feel are my best 
six. 


1. Cym. (Red Beauty ‘Bronze Delight’ 
x Red Valley ‘Rembrandt’) ‘Gladys’ 


Cym. (Claude Pepper x Dorothea Paige) ‘Gladys’

From a crossing made by Dean Roesler 
using pollen from my own Cym. Red 
Valley ‘Rembrandt’, a small but well 
shaped deep plum/red standard that was a 
bit low on flower count (carrying about 
10). Combined onto the diploid ‘Bronze 
Delight’ it lifted the flower count and a 
number from this cross carried 20 florets 
on spikes up to 120cm in length. A num- 
ber of these seedlings were of good shape, 


mainly in the red to plum/red colour. The 
influence of Cym. Rolf Bolin barred lips 
from the Cym. Red Valley parentage was 
quite evident. Clean white throats, yellow 
keels, red columns and white pollen caps 
was also a feature. The best of this cross, 
so far, is the cultivar I have given the vari- 
etal name ‘Gladys’ in memory of my late 
dear mother. Its strong clean colour is 
exceptional. 


Cym. (Winter Wonder x Champagne) ‘Snow Storm’ 
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Cym. (Red Beauty x Red Valley) ‘Annalise’ 


2. Cym. (Valley Angel ‘Pearly Gates’ x 
Tracey Reddaway ‘Sungold’) ‘Cecilia’ 

The Cym. Valley Angel ‘Pearly Gates’ I 
used in this cross is also one of the parents 
of the well known Cym. Margaret 
Thatcher cross. The other parent in this 
combination is the prolific flowering Cym. 
Tracey Reddaway ‘Sungold’. I flowered 
the first seedlings from this cross in late 
August, in a range of soft to very deep yel- 
low colours. ‘Cecilia’, also flowered then 
and was one of the darker yellows. It flow- 
ered on a good straight 80cm spike carry- 
ing twelve llcm flowers of good shape 
and with excellent presentation on the 
spike. 


3. Cym. (Claude Pepper “Tawny Port’ 
x Dorothea Paige ‘Perfection’ 
CE/CCSA) ‘Gladys’ 

Although Cym. Claude Pepper has not 
been used alot recently, I still believe 
‘Tawny Port’ has much to offer as a parent. 
‘Perfection’ is my plant bred by Valley 
Orchids. It is much like the best of the 
Cym. Dorothea Paiges with good strong 
colour and lip markings. I made this cross 
in 1997 and flowered a number of them in 
2001 as well as many more in 2002. All 
had straight, good length spikes and car- 
ried up to 16 flowers with excellent flower 
arrangement. This cultivar flowered in 
early September off its second growth with 
two small 15-20cm leads coming away. It 
has very good shape with broad segments 
and rich purple/plum colour. The lip is 
most complimentary with a slightly bro- 
ken red bar, yellow keels, a clean throat 
and side lobes, cream column with a white 
pollen cap. I’m looking forward to its next 
flowering from a larger plant. 


4. Cym. (Winter Wonder ‘Icicle’ x 
Champagne ‘Ultimate’) ‘Snow Storm’ 

‘Icicle’ has been used in many very 
good crossings. Cym. Champagne 
‘Ultimate’ CE/CCSA is my _ plant 
produced by Valley Orchids. It carries 
up to 22 large florets on upright spikes 
(featured in the April/May 1998 
issue of AOR) This cross was made 
in 1998 with the first to flower in 
early August 2002. Many useable plants 
flowered in a range of colours, whites to 
pale creams, some with thin spikes. 
A number of large useful pot plant and 
cut flowers types were produced. ‘Snow 
Storm’ flowered off its third growth, the 
first only forming a very small back bulb. 
It put up a 53cm spike carrying six 12cm 
non-staining clean white flowers of show 
bench quality.

5. Cym. (Red Beauty ‘Bronze Delight’ 
x Red Valley ‘Rembrandt’) ‘Annalise’ 

From the same crossing as ‘Gladys’ 
which was described earlier. ‘Annalise’ 
has good shape and colour as well as hay- 
ing a uniquely marked lip. A thin band 
almost the same colour as that of the seg- 
ments edges the entire lip. Once again a 
white pollen cap highlights what is this 
time a dark red column. 


6. Cym. [(Winter Wonder x Valley 
Bay) x (Lois Kelly x Woomera)] ‘Erin’ 
I flowered this large, 11cm, round and 
filled in yellow/green standard from a 
crossing made by John Harris. Ten shapely 
flowers were carried on a 58cm spike. The 
well balanced lip with its clean white 
background and bright red band made an 
impressive feature.

If I had to select the 
Cymbidium hybridiser that has had the 
most influence and success in producing 
showbench and breeding stock cymbidi- 
ums, then without doubt I would seriously 
consider Wondabah Orchids. 

Wondabah Orchids left Cymbidium 
growers with one of the most impressive 
banks of stud cymbidiums that are cur- 
rently producing high class seedlings, and 
will continue to determine our future in 
Cymbidium hybridising. 

Over many years Wondabah continued 
to roll off the production line many famous 
cymbidiums that are household names in 
the world of cymbidiums. In 1961 Cym. 
Wyalong was registered from a crossing of 
Cym. (Sussex x Profita). Then in 1964 
Cym. Wallara (Balkis x Auriga) produced 
that famous variety ‘Gold Nugget’. In the 
same year Cym. Wyanga (Ramboda x 
Sirius) was registered, along with one of 
the greatest cut flower crossings ever made 
Cym. Warrinya (Balkis x Lustrous), many 
varieties from this famous grex were the 
backbone of production for cut flower 
growers until recent times. 

Still the famous cymbidiums kept 
appearing. Others such as Cym. Coraki

Cym. Sensation ‘Purple Perfection’. 


(Wyalong x Alnwick Castle) registered in 
1967, with its excellent shape and red 
banded labellum, is still one of our leading 
producers of high class cymbidiums, par- 
ticularly in the yellow colour range. In that 
same year Wondabah registered one of our 
most prolific producers of the red genes in 
modern-day red cymbidiums with the 
crossing of Cym. (Spartan Queen x 
Fascination) which produced a wonderful 
little orchid called Cym. Sensation. 

Also in 1967 Cym. Kiata (Remus x 
Carisbrook) was registered an intense pur- 
ple, like nothing seen before it, and Cym. 
Narela (Balkis x Whyba) another famous 
showbench Cymbidium, particularly the 
variety ‘Jennifer Gail’. 

Over the next 15 years Wondabah pro- 
duced cymbidiums such as Cym. Terama, 
Culpaulin, Wallmurra, Warona, Wallacia, 
the famous Cym. Ruby Eyes and Cym. 
Lancashire Rose one of the most widely 
used parents in current hybridising, this 
wonderful parent is from the crossing of 
Cym. (Warella x Sensation) registered by 
Wondabah in 1981. There are many, many 
more registrations of high class cymbidi- 
ums to the credit of Wondabah Orchids 
who are credited with over 130 registered 
crosses in the Royal Horticultural 
Society’s book of Orchid Hybrids. 

It would be very difficult to find many 
Cymbidium hybridisers who will leave 
behind a legacy of such famous cymbidi- 
ums that have had such an influence on the 
development of Cymbidium orchids, as 
Wondabah Orchids have. 

The closing of Wondabah Orchids in the 
1990’s ended an era of dedication to the 
culture of cymbidiums and provided 
hybridisers with clones and their offspring 
that will certainly remain in their breeding 
programs for years to come. 

Cymbidiums such as Cym. One Tree 
Hill, Coraki Gold, Coratea, Kiwi Magic, 
Wild Colonial Boy, Atlantic Crossing, 
Cora Paddison, Tracey Reddaway, Mighty 
Margaret, Yamba and Karen are all off- 
spring from Cym. Coraki. 

Cym. Yowie Rose, Evelyn Victoria, 
Lancashire Khan, Blazing Fury, Blazing 
Rose, Surman’s Rose are offspring from 
Cym. Lancashire Rose. While Cym. 
Terama, Akebono, Lady Spring, Ruby 
Eyes, Lancashire Rose are all offspring of 
Cym. Sensation. Of course there are many 
more fine offspring from Wondabah bred 
cymbidiums. 

Australia and New Zealand can boast 
some of the best Cymbidium hybridisers in 
the world, and everyone of them, has at 
sometime included into their breeding pro- 
grams cymbidiums that were bred by 
Wondabah Orchids. 

It is interesting to note that Gordon 
Giles one of the senior partners of 
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Wondabah Orchids has continued a 
Cymbidium breeding program at his nurs- 
ery in Dural, and from all reports some 
high class cymbidiums are being pro- 
duced. I am sure some of the old 
Wondabah hybrids will be included in 
Gordon’s future hybridising program!

labellum highlighted by a band of heavy 
red spotting. ‘Capricorn’ comes from one 
of Kimberley’s own hybrids that has 
shown great promise with several exhibit- 
ing potential resulting from it. 

Best Intermediate type was Cym. 
Akebono ‘Dural’ owned by Tony 
Antoniou. Cym. Akebono has been a 
proven show bench winner over many 
years and, although only a small plant, this 
winner carried two strong inflorescences 
with good flower counts of trademark 
bright pink, shapely blooms. 

Best Miniature type was Cym. Miss 
Muffett ‘Tiny Tot’ owned by Ern Kettle 
and was a well-flowered plant displaying 
the massed pendulous racemes typical of 
this grex when provided with good culture 
and the right growing conditions. 

Best Large Flower and Best Seedling 


went to the show’s Grand Champion Cym. 
Kimberley Valley ‘Capricorn’ from 
Kimberley Orchids. 

Best Intermediate by a Novice Section 
grower was won by Andy Tran with a 
well-grown and presented plant of Cym. 
Khan Flame ‘Raquel’.

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Cym. Red Beauty — 
The Story Continues: Part Two

A: foreshadowed in Part One, this con- 
tinuance of the story aims to provide 
a brief view of some recently flowered 
Cym. Red Beauty hybrids, some second 
generation hybrids, and one or two 
Intermediate  flower-sized _ hybrids. 
Hopefully, no one will be offended by 
Part Two (or have been by Part One) if 
any grexes which seem like major mile- 
stones in the Cym. Red Beauty story 
haven’t made it into this article. As stated 


earlier, the aim has been to mention a few © 


grexes primarily to indicate the variety 
produced from hybridising with Cym. 
Red Beauty. 

Cym. Hypno Beauty (Red Beauty 
‘Rembrandt’ x Khan Flame ‘Raquel’), a 
crossing made by Bryants Orchids and 
registered by David Keanelly has already 
received two awards, both going to 
seedlings flowered by David. Anyone 
who viewed the recent Cymbidium 
Orchid Festival at Ararat may have 
noticed a number of examples of this 
hybrid among David’s plants and also in 
other growers displays. 

This hybrid is characterised by tall, 
strong spikes with good flower counts 
produced on relatively young, small 
plants. Most examples seem capable of 
producing good-sized blooms with rea- 
sonably broad floral segments and flower 
shape reminiscent of the Cym. Khan 
Flame parent. Colours range from pink to 
deep red. As various examples of this 
grex mature into larger and stronger 
plants, flower count, size and overall 
shape will almost certainly improve. 

Cym. Rembrandt Rose (Red Beauty 
‘Rembrandt’ x Yowie Rose ‘Vulcan’) is 
another hybrid from the Bryants stable 
and, like the above cross, is exhibiting 
vigorous growth and fast maturation. In 
our own collection we’ ve seen several of 
this grex flower on their second bulb in 
four-inch pots. All of those flowered to 
date have been in purple-red tones, some 
with large and full flowers. Again, the 
indications are that even better results 
should come from more mature plants 
over the coming seasons. 

Cym. (Cronulla ‘The Khan’ x Red 


Beauty ‘Prins’s Frederika’) is a hybrid 
from Rob Pollock. Again, first results 
from this crossing have been promising, 
with tall spikes carrying good flower 
counts. The example pictured carried 13 
blooms on a 900mm tall raceme on the 
three-bulb plant. As with many other 
Cym. Red Beauty hybrids featured, this 
one also produces spikes on relatively 
small, young plants. 

Cym. Fat Chance (Red Beauty 
‘Carmen’ x Sleeping Nymph ‘New 
Generation’) is one of what I’m sure will 
turn out to be a number of hybrids 
between the variety ‘Carmen’ and pure 
colour parent. It was made during the 
time when some breeders and nursery 
persons believed that ‘Carmen’ carried 
the pure colour factor. While it is now 
accepted that this isn’t the case, we have 
been quite happy with the results we’ve 
gotten from this cross so far. The variety 
pictured carried nine 110mm blooms ona 
tall straight raceme on only a two-bulb 
plant in an 80mm pot. 

Cym. Kakadu Sunset (Smokestack 
Lightning x Red Beauty) is a cross made 
by Schaefers Orchids and registered by 
Dean Roesler. It has produced some strik- 
ingly coloured flowers and one notable 
peloric variety which is owned by David 
Keanelly, and was featured on the cover 
of AOR in October 1997. Most of the oth- 
ers from this crossing have exhibited 
intense orange-red tones. 

Cym. Karen (Red Beauty x Coraki) and 
Cym. Alexandra Beauty (Tracey 
Reddaway x Red Beauty) are two hybrids 
used by Schaefers Orchids, a nursery that 
has produced numerous Cym. Red Beauty 
hybrids with most featuring strong, bright 
colours. Cym. (Karen x Alexandra 
Beauty) was exhibited at the 2002 
National Cymbidium Show in Port 
Adelaide and gained an HCC/ACS for its 
owner, David Wain. The flowers showed 
the intense orange colour that would have 
been expected, and hoped for, from this 
crossing. In the same display and also 
shown by David, was a seedling from the 
cross Cym. (Baltic Harvest x Alexandra 
Beauty), again showing orange tones and 
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good flower form. David exhibited 
another example of the same crossing at 
Ararat a few weeks later that also showed 
intense orange tones. 

The Cym. Cathleen Mitchell cross that 
was mentioned in Part One was also made 
with another variety of Cym Red Beauty. 
In the second version, ‘Bronze Delight’ 
replaced ‘Daphne’. So far, results from 
this version have been in terms of fuller 
flowers and more red tones, with lips that 
are neatly banded in red. Otherwise, the 
cross has shown the same general plant 
vigour and tall, strong-spiking properties, 
and floriferousness, of the Cym. Red 
Beauty ‘Daphne’ version. 

Cym. (Red Beauty ‘Rembrandt’ x 
Elegant Valerie “Cher’) is another hybrid 
from Bryants Orchids which has pro- 
duced examples with tall, many flowered 
inflorescences with dark pink blooms. As 
with may of the grexes featured, the 
potential that may be realised when such 
cymbidiums as these are combined with 
the best parents available, whether other 
Cym. Red Beauty hybrids or not, must fill 
the hybridists with enthusiasm and 
excitement. 

While most of the hybridising work 
undertaken using the Cym. Red Beauty’s 
has concentrated on large flower breed- 
ing, a number of crossings have been 
made which bring Cym. Red Beauty traits 
into the Intermediate flower size range of 
cymbidiums too. Hybrids such as Cym. 
Marilyn Levy (Red Beauty x Ruby Eyes), 
Cym. (Mary Pinchess x Red Beauty) and 
Cym. (Red Beauty x Katydid) have all 
shown potential. Interestingly, most 
examples I’ve seen from these crosses 
seem to point to the Miniature parent in 
the cross being particularly dominant for 
flower size, with blooms on many 
seedlings being little larger than those of 
the smaller flowered parent. Cym. (Red 
Beauty x Katydid), grown by Andy Tran 
and hybridised by Schaefers Orchids 
shows the input from Cym. Red Beauty 
most noticeably in its tall, strong inflo- 
rescences, flower colour and labellum.

show or award quality flowers among 
those features has been a deliberate deci- 
sion. No hybrid produces only show or 
award winning results, but such results 
are not necessarily the only gauge of a 
successful hybrid or stud plant. It is often 
the case that particular grexes attract a 
degree of fame based on one, two, or very 
few outstanding varieties, but with the 
vast majority of progeny disappearing 
without trace. Enthusiasts often seek out 
available seedlings from a crossing where 
one variety has proven to be outstanding, 
only to be disappointed when their plants 
flower with few, if any, of the attributes of 
the successful variety. Likewise, it is 
often the case that particular grexes or 
varieties are used in a flurry of hybridis- 
ing because they produced one or two 
outstanding successes but, somehow, the

winning formula cannot be reproduced. 

Perhaps the success of the Cym. Red 
Beauty grex can be attributed to the traits 
of vigour, long and strong inflorescences, 
good flower counts, attractive and varied 
colours and markings, and eye-catching 
labellums — all of which seem to be dom- 
inant traits in the majority of their 
hybrids. Whether these traits have been 
used to correct deficiencies in the other 
parent in the cross, or to complement and 
enhance those same traits also present in 
others, the results have so often been to 
consolidate a range of features which 
must be considered desirable in any 
modern Cymbidium hybrid. 

Certainly, there have been Cym. Red 
Beauty hybrids which have produced less 
than successful results, whether due to an 
incompatibility with the other parents 
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used, or some other factor, but that hap- 
pens at times regardless of the orchid 
used, some combinations will fail in spite 
of the pedigree or apparent potential of 
the parents used. But, overall, Cym. Red 
Beauty has been and will continue to be 
an important addition to the gene pool of 
better cymbidiums, particularly in the 
large-flowered pink, red, orange and 
brown tones. 

How important the input and influence 
of the Cym. Red Beauty’s prove to be in 
the future remains to be seen, but I’m sure 
you'd agree they have helped make some 
very beautiful and desirable cymbidiums
